Wild Lupine also -bears long,

Each 
leaf has from five to fifteen leaf- 
lets, all attached to one point, 
like the. spokes of a wheel.

The place to find the flower 
with these unusual leaves is in 
the. eastern half of the United 
States. Wild Lupine grows from 
Maine to Florida and west to 
Minnestoa, Missouri, and. Louis- 
iana. It likes both sandy soil and 


plenty of. sunlight, so it stays 
away from the shade of trees, 
Sometimes it is called. old- 


maid’s bonnet, Quaker bonnet, or 
sundial, But the National’ Wild- 
life Federation reports. ttiat. the 
the only correct name is Wild 
Lupine. :
